The Witness Racket 


Many witnesses are summoned in 
circuit court trials that are unneces¬ 
sary, can give no helpful evidence is 
the conclusion drawn in n recent re¬ 
port by Nat B. Sewell, State Inspector 
and Examiner, ns he commented on 
what he termed "Tlie witness racket.” 

The commonwealth's attorney has 
sole charge over summoning witnesses 
in circuit court criminal cases. There 
are instances in which this official 
neglects to properly prepare Ids case, 
does not examine prospective witnes¬ 
ses to find out what material evidence 
they can present. In such Instances he 
orders that all witnesses suspected of 
knowing nnytliing about the cose at 
trial be summoned. 

One frequently observes that many 
witnesses summoned for the common¬ 
wealth are not used after hnving been 
ordered to report at a trial. The 
logical assumption Is that when ques¬ 
tioned these unused witnesses were 
found to be unable to contribute to 
strengthening of the commonwealth’s 
case. Had this been found out pre¬ 
viously the stnte would have been 
spared the expense of paying these 
unused witnesses the claim which they 
have for their services. They are en¬ 
titled to claim nay whether or not 
they testify. 

If commonwealth attorneys would 
ascertain by questioning those thought 
to lie able to give helpful testimony, 
find out whether they are essential 
before directing that they be summon¬ 
ed. the result would he to eliminate 
many unnessary witnesses and cut 
tills big item of expense. 

In other counties it appears that 
commonwealth's attorneys deliberate¬ 
ly summon witnesses that can give no 
testimony of value. This practice Is 
followed in order to curry favor with 
those who are called as wlsnesseg and 
permitted to claim their fee for at¬ 
tendance at court. 

There are counties in which witnes¬ 
ses and jury claims c m'u A ‘ n 
runs high. Commonwealth's attorney 
nsc tlie “witness racket” to build up 
their own political support. Judges in 
some Instances have been revealed as 
using juries to strengthen themselves 
politically. 

Heretofore it lias cost close to three 
million dollars a year to conduct the

That Is 
un llein of expense which the governor 
of the state is powerless to reduce by 
executive degree. It is n drain on in¬ 
come of the state that can l*> reduced 
only ns public sentiment in the coun¬ 
ties where such nbuses occur expresses 
disapproval of such costly practices. 

Witness and jury claims in tills 
state have been materially reduced in 
the last year. One of the factors enter¬ 
ing into that has been the exposure of 
abuses In various courts that have 
been made by tlie office of State In¬ 
spector and Examiner Nat B. Sewell. 

Yet another effective influence that 
has been most helpful in cutting these 
costs Is found in the fact that State 
Auditor Dnn Talbott has directed his 
office to closely scrutinize every claim 
filed for witness and jury service. 
When claims for jurors are filed in 
which the number of jurors exceeds 
the limit specified in the statutes he 
declines to pay the claim. When wit¬ 
ness elnlms are filed that uproar 
questionable they are not paid until 
careful investigation hns been made 
and questions asked thnt sometimes 
prove embarrassing. Tills is doing 
much to break up a had and costly 
prnctlce. 

It is not. possible to estimate tin- 
saving that has resulted as result of 
this increased effort to protect the 
state treasury from raids made in tlie 
name of court costs. But thnt results 
are being obtained Is Indicated bv the 
fact that there was paid out by the 
•State Auditor $28,217.37 less for 
criminal prosecutions in 1932 than in 
I 1931. and the total payment to trus¬ 
tees of the jury fund for jury claims 
1 was reduced $91,499.43 In 1932 as com- 
1 pared with 1931. 

Some idea of the expense of the 
circuit courts of the stnte is revealed 
by the fact thnt in 1932 there was 
pail out for Jury claims $134,441.99. 
h was cut down from $191,911,17 
The item of criminal prosecu 
tiinv-'. uic chief factor in which is wit- 
nest* claims, took from the stnte treas¬ 
ury in 1932 tlie sum of $441,803.31. 
rial icing this from $474,002.98. 


The cutting of these two items with¬ 
in lone year by $89,792 Is an achieve¬ 
ment which suggests possibilities of 
deflating court costs.

Some months ago you were inquir¬ 
ing of me as to certain facts of the 
suit now pending in tlie Federal Court ] 
against Morgan county In favor of 
Manufacturer’s Trust Company and 
also my judgment of the indebtedness 
of Morgan county. At that time I 
could give you very little definite in- j 
formation. The Federal Judge, how¬ 
ever, required to lie prepared and fil I 
ed with him, in this action, a state-' 
ment of the indebtedness of Morgan 
county and a list of the unpaid claims 
against Morgan county. I was employ¬ 
ed by the Fiscal Court to assist in the 
defense of this case nnd the prepara¬ 
tion of the audit. I have been giving 
this most of my time for the last 
thirty days nnd have undertaken to 
check the unpaid claims against Mor¬ 
gan county from the year 1920 to the 
present, nnd in additiou to this 1 
have located, as best I could, the un¬ 
paid claims for the year 1919. 

I find that the unpaid general un¬ 
classified claims now outstanding 
against the county, up to January 1st, 
1933, amount to $73,405.27, While this 
Is given pven down to the cent, I want 
to state that it is not, and could not 
be exactly accurate, hut it is within 
$3000.00 of the amount. 

In getting up the entire indebted¬ 
ness and classifying it. there was as 
of January 1st. 1033, the following: 
Bonded indebtedness 811.1.000.00 

Manufacturer's Trust Com¬ 
pany judgement approxi¬ 
mately 78,000.09 

General Claims 73.401.27 

Total $309,401.27 

I might say that as of January 1st. 
1933, there was due the county, for 
1932 from the Sheriff, approximately 
$7,000.00, which being deducted from 
the amount owing, would leave a net 
balance of approximately $297,322.34.

Adapted clovers sowed In the spring 
of 1032 are doing well on the Experi¬ 
ment Stntlon farm at Lexington, while 
clovers from seed produced In north 
ern and western states and foreign 
countries are making poor showings 
and in many Instances are complete 
failures. 

Seed from clover grown in Kentuc¬ 
ky for a sufficient time to lie adapted 
Is producing the best clover, and sped 
from Tennessee and other southeast¬ 
ern states Is making a good growth. 

The Experiment Station has been] 
making tests for several years In an j 
effort to determine the causes of red 
clover failures. The use of unadapted 
seed now is believed to lie one of the 
principle causes of failures.

First-hand information about the 
demands of the best egg markets will 
be presented at the ninth annual poul- 
short course, to lie held at the Experi¬ 
ment Station at Lexington June 20— 
80. Berley Winton, of the Missouri 
College of Ayriculture, has lieeu mak¬ 
ing a survey of the New York City 
egg market, nud will 'come directly 
from that city to Lexington to ad¬ 
dress poultry raisers, dealers and 
others attending the short course. 

One day of the course will be devot¬ 
ed largely to the consideration of the 
production of high quality eggs for 
the best markets. Kentucky, with its 
ideal climate and other conditions, is 
said to possess great possibilities in 
poultry raising. One of the purposes 
of the course is to consider ways of 
developing this industry. 

The short course will offer five 1 
days of intensive study and laboratory j 
practice in poultry raising. Practically j 
every problem of farm poultry produc- j 
tion will lie disscussed. The course is \ 
oiien free to all. 

Study Farm Bill 

Agricultural producers and proves- j 
sors who are discussing the new Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment Act with officials 
of the United Stutes Department of 
Agriculture have centered their inter¬ 
est, thus far, largely upon the trade 
agreement provisions of the Act. De¬ 
cisions on whether to apply measures 
for regulating crop production, and on 
what methods to use, are [lending. In [ 
the meantime the trade agreement j 
section of the. act offers possibilities | 
of solving some marketing problems 
for several comr odities. 

Milk producers and distributors j 
from Chicago, Cincinnati, Washington. | 
D. C., New England, and Georgia have 
been in informal conference with 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace, Federal Administrator Geo. 
N. Peek and his associate, Charles J. j 
Brand, and others, and have drawn 
up agreements which have been sub-1 
uiltted to the Secretary for couslderu I 
tion under the Act after formal hear-. 
lugs. Evaporated milk manufacturers j 
of the United States are preparing to ! 
submit a tentative marketing agree- j 
meut under the Act. 

Wheat producers, grain dealers, and 
processors have held extended discus¬ 
sions with the secretary; Adminis¬ 
trator Peeik; Chester C. Davis, In 
charge of production adjustment. The 
dlsscussious huve centered largely up¬ 
on possible trade agreements. 

Cotton manufacturers have ulso 
been in conference at Washington and 
Cully A. Cobb, who is formulating a 
production program for cotton Indus¬ 
try, 1ms completed a trip through the 
South studying the cotton sltuutiou. 

Meat processing aud tobacco groups 
huve also applied to the Department 
for Information on trade agreements 
for their industries, and have mude 
suggestions us to the possible form 
such agreements might tuke. 

Activities of the Agricultural Ad¬ 
justment Administration at present 
are directed lurgely toward obtaining 
a comprehensive uud adequate picture 1 
of the different agricultural com¬ 
modities and their situation.
